I REMARKS 

By the present amendment, the claims have been amended to address the indefmiteness 
rejection. The amendments are simple improvements of the form of the claims and do not add 
any new matter. 

Claims 1-19 are pending in the application. Claim 1 is the only independent claim. 
In the Office Action, claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
indefinite. 

The claims have been amended to address each of the objections listed in the paragraph 
bridging pages 2-3 in the Office Action. 

In particular, new claims 17-19 have been added for the recitations of a bracelet and a 
watch case, each term has been properly introduced on its first occurrence, and the expression 
"portion of said cam" in claim 1 has been stated as a "first" portion to provide antecedent basis 
for "said first portion" in claims 4 and 8. 

In addition, the reference (12) has been canceled in claim 7. 

In view of the above, it is submitted that the rejection should be withdrawn. 

In conclusion, the invention as presently claimed is patentable. It is believed that the 
claims are in allowable condition and a notice to that effect is earnestly requested.
